First Convair Astronautics con- 
tingents to occupy space at the 
new Kearny Mesa plant are now 
slated to begin moving next 
month. 

The initial move will involve 
engineering personnel concerned 
with computer operations and 
some laboratory functions. Sub- 
sequent moves will continue 
throughout 1957 and into early 
1958 to coincide with construction. 


Most employees will be viewing | | 


the plant at close quarters for 
the first time as they move. While 
construction efforts may distract 
from the total effect initially, 


many will marvel at the emphasis | — 


being placed upon human factors 
and environment. By close co- 


ordination from design through| : 


actual construction, Convair has 
been able to 
latest construction techniques to 
meet its requirements for the 
building. 

Readily noticeable will be the 
wide use of glass and opaque 
panels to provide light airy work- 
ing areas. 

By limiting the size of most 
buildings, it has been possible 
to almost do away with the 
“bullpen” type of office and 
engineering areas. The twin 
six-story office buildings are 
only 75 feet wide and 225 feet 
long and each contains an 
abundance of glass. 

Novel among the structures is 
the “waffle pattern” used in con- 
structing the engineering labora- 
tory building. Placing courts or 
patios (56 feet square) at regu- 
lar intervals breaks up the over- 
all size of the building and pro- 
vides a maximum of light and 
ventilation. With the exception 
of the computer section, which 
includes some 32,000 square feet, 
the widest point is only 56 feet. 

A system of covered walks in 
the building will make it possible 
for pedestrians to traverse the 
entire length of the building in 
several directions while walking 
mostly outdoors! 

Largest single structure is the 
manufacturing building which 
will be 840 feet long and 640 
feet wide. However, even the size 
of this structure is broken down 
into two bays with a two-story 
office and laboratory area _ be- 
tween. 

Color schemes are being fol- 
lowed to blend harmoniously and 
reduce glare, while lighting will 
be of the very latest type. 

The cafeteria will feature an 
unusual “scramble” system of 
service, making it possible for 
diners to select their food and 
check through one of six dif-

Service With EAL 


Convair’s San Diego Division today (June 26) de- 
livered its 1,000th transport airplane since the program 
started nearly 10 years ago with introduction of the model 


The Metropolitan 440 was presented by J. V. Naish, 


Convair executive vice president, 
to Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker, 
Lines chairman of 
the board, in a brief ceremony at 


| Lindbergh Field adjacent to Con- 
-|vair Plant 1. 


The ship, officially N93817 
(Convair’s No. 485), is marked in 
two places as Convair’s 1,000th. 
To the right of the passenger 
door, as one ascends the steps, is 
this legend: “The 1,000th Convair 


twin-engine transport, delivered 
to Eastern Air Lines, June, 
|| 1957.” 

Inside, on the passenger 


cabin entrance door, is a 714 
by 834 inch golden plaque. It 
says: “The 1,000th Convair. 
This Eastern Air Lines plane 
—the 1,000th twin-engine trans- 
port built by Convair—is the 
newest in a series of commer- 
cial airliners that have flown 
more than 30 billion passenger 
miles on the air routes of the 
free world since 1948.” 


In addition to Rickenbacker, 
other Eastern officials at the 
presentation ceremony included 
Charlies Froesch, yice president- 
engineering; Bradley Walker, ad- 
vertising and public relations con- 
sultant; Capt. F. E. Davis, chief 
engineering pilot; A. L. Chabot, 
director of maintenance and engi- 
neering; W. R. Robinson, West 
Coast contracts administrator, 
and Fred Graham, Eastern’s con- 
tracts administrator at Convair. 


The first Model 240 to come 
off the production line in March, 
1947 was never used as a com- 
mercial carrier. It was flown as 
a test ship for some time before 
its ultimate sale to Allison Di- 
vision of General Motors and 
conversion to turboprop power. 
The “Turboliner” is still being 
flown as a research plane. 

The second airplane off the 
line was delivered to American 
Airlines in February of 1948 and 
is reported still in service. 

Since that date Conyair-Liners 
have entered service with 44 air- 
lines (14 domestic, 30 foreign) 
as well aS Air Force, Navy and 
private companies. In such sery- 
ice they have piled up an esti- 
mated 3,850,000 flight hours. 

More than half of the 1,000 
aircraft went to Air Force or 
Nayy in various different con- 
figurations as cargo carriers,

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Recollections of Early 240 Days: 


For many years now Convair 
has bowed to no rival when it 
comes to building the finest com- 
mercial aircraft. But the depth 
of experience came not from text- 
books. There were some trying 
times of learning in the very 
early days some ten years ago 
when Conyair was wrestling with 
the first Model 240s. Here are 
some recollections of a few of 
the many “who were there.” 

John “Scotty” Doig, spares ad- 
ministrator, then factory super- 
intendent, recalls it as the time 
Harry Woodhead, then Convair 
president, won a bet and lost 
money. 

“C. R. Smith, president of 
American Airlines, bet Wood- 
head the plane wouldn’t fly on 
schedule March 16, 1947. We 
worked around the clock and got 


her out, and Smith paid off— 


$300. Then Woodhead put on a 
party for the people who’d worked 
on the program, and picked up 
the tab. It was around $2,200!” 
Steve Barinka, now superin- 
tendent of the 880 project, was 
superintendent of field opera- 
tions. Says he: “I guess every- 
body who was around at the time 
remembers the Duck Line, the 
Turkey Line, the Dog Line...” 
Frank Stevens, acting superin- 
tendent field operations, worked 
on interior trim on the 240. He 
recalls: “One morning we went 
into a plane we’d put soundproof- 
ing in the day before. The stuff 
had sagged from the walls and 
ceiling until it filled the cabin! 
We had to kick our way in to 
start putting it back in place.” 
John Glenn, superintendent, 
880 fuselage, then was in final

the month of June. This exceeds

“Dependents’ insurance is car- 
ried as a service to employees 
and is subject to sound business 
principles,” said J. K. Field, chief 
of employee services for SD. 
“Thus, when claims exceed pre- 
miums, an adjustment is neces- 
sary.” 

Estimates are made at the be- 
ginning of each insurance year 
as to costs of operating for the 
coming year, based on previous 
experience. Last year claims paid 
for supplemental accidents ex- 
ceeded estimates by some 70 per 
cent, while X-ray and laboratory 
fees ran over about 40 per cent 
and hospitalization was up 15 
per cent above estimates. 

Weekly payroll deductions 
(now $2.25 against $1.88 last 
year) will be reflected in hourly 
paychecks distributed July 19 
and flat salary checks issued 
July 26.

top of the fountain, fill in the 
holes by brazing, then redrill the 
ring with about half the number 
of holes, making the new holes 
smaller as well. 

More than half the Bradley 
fountains in both plants now have 
been so altered. The water flow 
is still adequate for normal wash- 
ing—but the water saving, by 
metered test, will amount to 26 


million gallons a year! 

The fountains are being changed 
on a gradual basis. Whenever one 
is down for repairs or any other 
reason, the distribution ring goes 
into plant engineering’s shop for 
conversion. Temporarily, some are 
being converted by “plugging” 
every other hole with metal 
screws. They too will get the 
more permanent conversion even- 
tually.

assembly: “At times the paper 
work was higher than the air- 
planes. The salvage piles were 
bigger than the parts stock. We 
had to learn everything about the 
transport business, and we learned 
it—the hard way.” 

J. L. Wainwright, assistant 
SD chief design engineer, struc- 
tures, was assistant project engi- 
neer. “We were learning a lot 
about new materials, new tech- 
niques. Until we learned how to 
handle it, parts we machined out 
of 75 ST heat-treated billets were 
flying around the factory like 
shrapnel .. .” 

R. C. “Dick” Dale, foreman of 
440 primary assembly, recalls the 
time a rear service door blew off 
the airplane in a cabin pressuri- 
zation test. “There was interior 
trim, soundproofing, and other 
debris sprayed all over the walls 
and doors inside the factory as 
though it had come out of a fire 
hose.” 

T. M. Hemphill, now in pre- 
liminary design, was project en- 


gineer on the first 240. “A week 
before flight date we found a 
new type main gear up-lock 
wouldn’t unlatch to let the gear 
down. We threw the whole thing 
out, the shop machined a different 
one right from the working draw- 
ings, designed to use the same 
mounting holes, and we had it 
working by flight date.” 

C. W. “Cliff” Clark, general 
foreman, 440 wing, was a me- 
chanic in fuselage on the 240. He 
remembers: “We were trying to 
build the airplane and tooling for 
it at the same time. We wanted 
to build a ‘Cadillac of the air- 
liners,’ and it was a terrific chal- 
lenge.” 

A. R. “Al” Johnson, superin- 
tendent of fabrication, Plant 1, 
was at various times superintend- 
ent of fabrication, night superin- 
tendent, and in charge of field 
operations on the 240. “On one of 
the early planes,” he recalls, “a 
crane attach bolt sheared and a 
little bowlegged Texas crane 
operator rode the cab right down 
to the ground. He wasn’t hurt— 
the plane sure was.”

Marines Help 


Develop 


Terrier Firing Equipment 
During Desert Training 


The U, S. Marine Corps’ First 
Medium Anti- Aircraft Missile 
Battalion, first land-based mili- 
tary unit in the world to be 
armed with Terrier guided mis- 
siles, has been engaged in an ex- 
tensive training program since 
moving a year ago to the Marine 
Corps Base at Twentynine Palms, 
Calif. 

On the surface, the training 
program differs little from that 
in force in any other military or- 
ganization. Like all military 
units, the battalion has an almost 
constant turnover in personnel— 
trained men are being discharged 
or transferred, and untrained 
men are coming in as replace- 
ments. 

Much of the program is de- 
voted to teaching these replace- 
ments the many basic military 
and technical skills necessary for 
the operation of the battalion. 
And the older members of the 
unit—the professionals who form 
the hard core of the battalion— 
must also keep proficient in their 
skills, through practice and train- 
ing 


But the battalion’s training 
program is unique, in spite of 
the outward similarity.

unit employs weapons, equip- 
ment and tactics which no 
other land-based military unit 
has ever used. And the battal- 
ion has had a hand in develop- 
ing all three. 

The “weapons,” of course, are 
Terrier missiles, which are manu- 
factured by Convair and come to 
the unit ready for use. But Ma- 
rines—many of them still with 
the battalion—have been associ- 
ated with the Terrier program 
since its inception at the Applied 
Physics Laboratory of Johns 
Hopkins University in 1946. 


The battalion has also had a 
hand in developing most of the 
equipment it uses today. 

Also the unit has helped pro- 
duce a large amount of the tacti- 
cal doctrine for Marine Corps 
guided missile warfare, through 
recommendations and _ observa- 
tions. Much of the doctrine was 
produced during training periods 
by the “trial and error’ method. 

Last November the battalion 
conducted a series of exercises in 
the San Diego area to determine 
the problems involved in loading 
and unloading missile handling 
and launching equipment from 
different types of landing ships 
and craft in amphibious opera- 
tions. 

The battalion also participated 
in AGLEX India (air-ground 
landing exercise “I”) last Janu- 
ary at Camp Pendleton, Calif. 


While the conclusions reach- 
ed in these exercises have not 
been released for publication, 
they will have bearing on the 
planning of future operations 
in which the battalion may be 
involved. 

Lt. Col. James C. Norris Jr., 
USMG, is the current command- 
ing officer of the battalion. Al- 
though he is the unit’s fourth 
commanding officer, and assumed 
command only last year, he is 
not a neweomer to the Terrier 
program or the battalion. From 
1951 to 1958 he served as execu- 
tive officer of the unit under its 
first commanding officer, Lt. 
Col. J. O. Bell, USMC. 


Lt. Col. Bell, who was associ- 
ated with the Terrier program 
from 1946 to 1953, is currently at 
the Marine Corps Development 
Center in Quantico, Va. He was 
succeeded by Lt. Col. J. O. Black- 
well, USMC, who commanded the 
battalion from 1958 to 1955 and 
is now with the Logistics Section 
of Headquarters, Marine Corps. 
Lt. Col. Blackwell was succeeded 
by Lt. Col. Norman Pozinsky, 
USMC, who was assigned to the 
Operations Section of Headquar- 
ters, Marine Corps, after being 
relieved by Lt. Col. Norris last 
year. 

Several present and former 
members of the battalion have 
served duty at Convair, inciden- 
tally. Maj. Cornelius “Corky” 
Scheffer, USMC, served as Con- 
yvair liaison officer at San Diego 


"| from 1950 to 1952. Maj. Scheffer 


is now battalion executive offi- 
cer, but is scheduled to be trans- 
ferred in July to Headquarters, 
Marine Corps, where he will 
serve as assistant to Lt. Col. 
Pozinsky. 

Maj. Karl Palmer, USMC, fol- 
lowed Maj. Scheffer as liaison 
officer at Convair, serving in 
San Diego and Pomona until last 
July, when he was relieved by 
Capt. Stanley Herman, USMC, 
the current liaison officer and 
also a former member of the bat- 
talion. Lt. Col. Eugene Roane, 
USMC, formerly at Convair San 
Diego, is currently stationed at 
White Sands, N. Mex. M. Set. 
W. EH. Corbin, USMC, and M. 
Set. A. R. Broderick, USMC, who 
have been associated with the 
Terrier program for more than 
eight years, were also stationed 
at Convair San Diego. 

The Marine Corps has plans 
for a second Terrier-armed bat- 
talion. The Commandant of the 
Marine Corps announced recently 
that the unit had been “budg- 
eted,” but the date of activation 
has not yet been released.

the plane and must “fit like a 
glove.” 

W. D. Raymond, project test 
engineer who works with many 
of the subsystems, said nearly 
all the supersonic bomber’s sys- 
tem components are made by 
contractors in various parts of 
the country. 

The integration test at Fort 
Worth couples all these sub- 
systems together and to a com- 
mon power and air condition- 
ing system for the first time. 

Raymond and other engineers 
responsible for subsystems work 
with J. V. Crotty, project engi- 
neer assigned as coordinator on 
the program, and S. T. Collie, 

test laboratory coordinator. 

The coordinators are respon- 
sible for maintaining the cabin 
mock-up and for bringing to- 
gether the subsystems in proper 
sequence. 

“Testing of each part and com- 
ponent separately is an every day 
occurrence,” Raymond said. “But 
testing how they work as an inte- 
grated unit is completely new.” 

All the B-58’s integrated sub- 
systems first are checked at 
ground level conditions. The 
second phase of the tests will 
simulate temperatures and alti- 
tudes that might be encountered 
during a B-58 mission. 

The entire test rig then will 
be moved inside the new alti- 
tude chamber—believed to be 
the only one of its kind in the 
world. The facility now nears 
completion south of the Ex- 
perimental Building. 

The new test chamber will 
simulate both the climatic condi- 
tions and the altitudes that may 
be experienced in B-58 flight. 

Raymond said all subsystems 
will be operated remotely when 
the mock-up is placed in the 
chamber. Closed loop television 
cameras will be installed inside 
the chamber. Engineers then can 
observe the workings of the vari- 
ous subsystems under flight con- 
ditions. 

Raymond said the tests will 
save many valuable hours of 
B-58 flight time and will pro- 
vide a tool for investigations of 
problems that may arise during 
the flight test program.
